The intention of Government in issuing the notification 
G. O. MS. 3584 TD dated 28-2-1984 was to give some relief to the 
local manufacturers of.carbon black from the competition and price 
var being experienced , from established firms outside the State . 
Government hoped that this will stimulate growth of more rubber 
processing units within the State. In supersession of the above 
notification , Government have decided to make an exemption from 
tax on the sale of carbon black manufactured by any newly 
established , manufacturing concern within or outside the State 
which has commenced commercial production on . or after 1-1-1984 
during the first 3 years from the commencement of commercial 
production by the above manufacturers . This notification is intended 
to achieve the above object .

* 1-11-1956 . Since their claim was found to be correct in accordance with 
the rules, Government in the Government Order read as 3rd paper issued 
orders tentatively deciding to assign seniority to Sri P. Narayanan and 6 others 
just below Sri K. K. Samuel . (ŠI. No. 252 in the Integrated final seniority . 
list) and above Sri C. A. Rahiman (Sl. No. 1 under " persons holding the 
post of Senior Inspectors on emergency basis ” ).

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The main contentions raised by the objection petitioners are that 
Sri P. Narayanan and others were allotted to the State of Kerala at thei 
own interest and so they are not eligible for seniority before , their date o 
joining duty ; (ii) they are required to undergo probation for a period a 
two years whereas the promotees had to undergo probation only for a 
period of one year whereby the promotees became approved probationers 
earlier than Sri P. Narayanan and others, (iii ) they were paid only a 
stipend of Rs. 65 p . m . during their training period whereas the petitioners 
(objectionists) were drawing , pay on a regular scale of pay of Senior 
Inspectors, (iv ) some of them (objection petitioners) had actually worked as 
Senior Inspectors before Sri P. Narayanan and others joined duty as Senior 
Inspector Trainees, (v) the original seniority of Sri P. Narayanan and 
others were fixed on the basis of the decision of the Government of India and 
so any alteration in the seniority list can be made only with the concurrence 
of the Government of India, and (vi) some of the objection petitioners had 
been given promotions as Asst . Registrars, Deputy Registrars etc. much 
earlier than the dates on which Sri P. Narayanan and others got promotions 
to these cadres and so the latter have no better claim than the former. 
Government examined these objections in detail with reference to Madras 
Government Rules governing the appointment, probation , promotion etc. 
of these persons and found that they are not tenable . Meanwhile in O. P. 
No. 1945/81 - C filed by Shri A. T. Pareed , Assistant Registrar who 
allotted to Kerala along with Shri P. Narayanan , the High Court directed 
to dispose of the representation of Shri Pareed for rank restoration and due 
promotions provisionally and to finalise the list after getting the approval 
of the Government of India , with a time limit till 6-9-1983 . Since there 
was no time to place the proposal before the State Advisory Committee 
and Governmentof India for their approval, Government issued orders in 
G. O. (Ms.) No. 272/83/AD dated 2-9-1983 provisionally modifying the 
integrated gradation list as on 1-11-1956 so as to include Sri P. Narayanan 
and others in the category of Senior Co- operative Inspectors just below 
Sri K. K.Samuel (Sl. No. 252), pending approval by the State Advisory 
Committee and the Government of India.

5. The State Advisory Committee met on 24-9-1984 and examined the 
relative claims of S /Shri P. Narayanan and others and the objection 
petitioners about the seniority in dispute . The objection petitions were 
also examined . It is found that S /Shri P. Narayan in and others were 
allotted to the State of Kerala as per the decisions of Government of India 
under the S. R. Act and so the contention of the objection petitioners that 
Sri P. Narayanan and others have no right for seniority before their date of 
joining duty in Kerala is untenable . The Commitee was also satisfied 
that as per the Madras State and Subordinate Services Rules and the 
Madras Co-operative Subordinate Service Rules, a Senior Inspector Traince 
is eligible to count towards probation as well as increment his service as 
trainee also and that this right is in no way affected by his drawing a fixed 
pay of Rs. 65 p . m . during the training period . Further under the Madras 
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256 . 


State and Subordinate Service Rules , the period of training is treated as 
luty, and the trainee officer was treated as a Member of the services from 
the date of appointment when he was sent on training . The Committee also 
Cound that the provisional service rendered by the objectionists as Senior 
Co -operative Inspectors prior to the appointment of Sri P. Narayanan and 
others as Senior Inspector Trainees cannot be counted towards probation as. 
per the Madras Rules and so this argument cannot in any way affect 
seniority of Sri P. Narayanan and others. The State Advisory Committee 
on being satisfied that the orders issued by the State Government in G.O. 
(Ms. ) No. 272/83/AD dated 2-9-1983 are in order recommended that the 
integrated final seniority list as on 1-11-1956 of the Co-operative Depart 
ment published in G. Ó . (P ) No. 356 / 70 / PD dated 21-10-1970 (Modified by 
G. O. (P ), 406 /82 /GAD dated 9-12-1982) may be modified so as to include 
the following persons just below Sri K. K. Sámuel (Sl.

AWARD 
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The reference made by Governmentas per G.O. (Rt) No. 1161778 / L & H 
dated 20-7-1978 concerns denial of employment to Sri S. Madhu , Clerk . 

The contentions of the union are these:- Sri Vadhu was appointedati 
as Clerk in the year 1966 by Ramsons & Company in its Cashew Factory at 
Parippally . He worked there tillMay 1967. Thereafter the factory was 
clysed till 13-5-1970 and subsequently this factory was let out on rental 
· basis to Meera Cashew Company till 30-9-1970 . Afterwards this factory 
was handed over to Kerala State Cashew Development Corporation Ltd. 
by Government. All members of the staff including Sri Madhu and the 
workers were provided with the same posts , that they were holding under 
Ramsons & Company hy Mèrra Cashew Processing Company till the 
factory was taken ov r by Kerala State Cashew Development Corporation . 
But the Cashew Corporation has absorbed all staff members and workers 
except Sri Madhu . 

Cashew Corporation is bound to give employment to 
Sri Madhu He has not received anv compensation from Ramsons & 
Company or Meera Cashew . Processing Company . He has got every right 
to get employment. He was interviewed on two occasions by the Corporatione 
but was denied employment. The i-sue of non-employment was taken up 
by the union as an Industrial Dispute and ultimately the issue has been 
referred for adjudication . Sri Madhu was an active member of the Kerala 
State Cashew Development Corporation Swathanthra Thozhilali F -deration 
Ltd. The Corporation is governed by the board of four political parties 
except this union . Because of political grudge of the board members, 
Sri Madhu was denied employment. He is entitled to employment with 
backwages. 

The claim of the union refuted by the management in their 
written statement in the following manner:- Sri Madhu has never been 
employed in the service of the corporation and was not a workman as 
defined in the Industrial Disputes Act 1947. Hence the order of reference 
is bad in law . Only workmen who were employed in the service of the 
corporation and workmen who have been dismissed or discharged alone can 
raise Industrial Dispute with the corporation . Since Sri Madhu has never 
been employed , the question of denial of employment does not arise . The 
claim of appointment of Sri Madhu as clerk in the corporation is not an 
Industrial Dispute and as such , the claim cannot be entertained in 
Industrial adjudication . This Tribunal has no jurisdiction to give a direc 
tion as prayed for . As he was never employed , he cannot claim memhership 
of the union and the union is incompetent to raise any dispute like this . 
Sri Madhu now claims employment on the ground that he was working in 
the Ramsons & Company for a long time. Ramsons Factory was taken 
over by the corporation without any liability whatsoever and without any 
workmen who were employed there. When the corporation takes over a 
private factory the workmen employed in the said factory are not given 
employment as a matter of course and also of right. However it is a policy 
of the corporation to give preference to the erstwhile workmen of the factory 
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for employment und r the corporation who prove that they were working 
with the previous management and those who are found suitable , 
Sri. Madhu was interviewed twice . But he failed to prove that h , was 
working in the Ramson & Company at any time and was not forind suitable 
by the business committee of the corporation . Now the appointment of 
staff in the corporation is done by the Public Service Commission and Sri 
Madhu has not been sponsored by the Public Service Commission. The 
corporation does not know whether Sri. Madhu is an active member of the 
Kerala State Cashew Developinent Corporation Swathantra Thozhilali 
Federation Ltd. The allegation of political grudge is baseless. 

The union filed a replication re -affirming their contentions in the claim 
statement. It is fu: ther contended that Sri. Madhu was employed by 
Ramsons & Company and that there was definite und :rstanding to 
provide employment for those who worked under the previous management 
Any denial to provide employment of such workmen is tantamount to denial 
of employment and hence the order of reference is legal. Since the arrang 
ment between previous and present management is duly a transfer of 
ownership . Sri Madhu is entitled to get employment a : provided under 
Sec . 25 ( H ) of the Industrial Disputes Act. He was denied employınent on 
the ground that he was not covered under th : Employees. Srate Insurance 
Scheme when employed under the previous management. But his co -work 
men who were also not covered under the Emplove s State Insurance and 
Provident Fund were given employment. The fact that he was called for 
interview twice amply substantiates his claim . 

Sri Madhu was impleaded as an additional party o his request by 
order dated 2-12-1982 . 

Sri Madhi has given evidence as wwi in support of his 
contentions. The Cashew Corporation has examined their personnel 
Manager as MWI. 

The main contention of the Cashew Corporation is that there is no 
Industrial Dispute to be adjudicated upon by this Tribunal. But according 
to the union there is a valid dispute. For the purpose of deciding this 
question , it is convenient to refer Sec.2 (k ) of the Industrial Disputes Act 
which defines Industrial Dispute as follows: 

(k) industrial dispute” means any dispute or difference between 

employers and employers or between employers and workmen , 
or between workmen and workmen which is connected with the 
employment or non -employment or the terms of employment or 

with the conditions of labour, of any person ; 
It can be seen from the above definition that the dispute to be 
resolved by the Industrial Tribunal under the Act must be between the 
cmployer and workmen . Admittedly Sri Madhu had never been employed 
by the Kerala State Cashew Development Corporation . As a matter of 
fact he is now claiming employment in the Kerala State Cashew Develop 
ment Corporation for the first time. Therefore I am of the view that there 
is no Industrial Dispute as defined above between Sri Madhu and the 
Corporation . Now I shall refer to the relevant portion of the definition of 
workmen as defined in Sec. 2 (s) of the Act. 
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Workon " means any person ( including an apprentice) 
employed in any industry to do any skilled or unskilled , 
manual supervisory , technical or clcrical work for hire or 
reward , whether the terms of employment be expressed or 
implicd , and for the purposes ofany proceeding under this , 
Act in relation to an industrial dispute, includes any such 
pirsons who has been dismissed, discharged or retrenched 
in connection with , or as a conscquence of that dispute or 
whose dismissal, discharge or retrenchment has led to that 

dispute; but does not include any such p.rsons. 
Admittedly at no point of time Sri Madhu was employed by the 
management Cashew Corporation . He was not a workman under them . I 
is an admitted fact that there was no employcr- employec: relationship 
between Madhu and Kerala State Cashew Development Corporation at any 
time. He was never dismissed or discharged or retrenched from the service 
of the Korala State Cashew Developınent Corporation . Hence Sri Madhu 
is not a workman as per the above definition . Then the question iswhether 
by virtue of section 25 (H ) of the Industrial Disputes Act this corporation 
had any liability in respect of Sri Madhu on the ground that he was 
employed by a previous company. To decide this point I shall now refer to 
Section 25 (H ) which runs thus: 
25. H Re-employment of retrenched workman - Where any 

workmen are retrenched , and the employer proposes to take 
into his employ any persons, he shall, in such manner as may 
be prescribed , give an opportunits (to the retrenched workmen 
who are citizens of India to offer themselves for re -employment 
and such retreached workmen ) who offer themselves for re 

employment shall have preference over other persons: 
There is no case that Sri Madhu was retrenched by the previous 
management . It is also evident from Ext. W2 that Sri Madhu had left the 
service of the previous employer in his own accord long before . He was, 

on the rolls of the previous management when the factory was taken 
over by the Kerala State Cashew Development Corporation . So Sri Madhu 
is not entitled to any relief as per section 25.H of the Industrial Disputes 
Act also . 

It follows from the above discussions that there is no lndustrial 
Dispute existing between the parties to be adjudicated upon by this 
Tribunal. 

The further question whether the inanagement was wrong in refusing 
to employ Sri Madhu , does not arise for decision in view of the above 
finding nor is such an investigation within the jurisdiction of this Tribunal. 
In the result an award is passed declaring that there 

no ludustrial 
Dispute existing between the parties to be adjudicated upon by this 
Tribunal.

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AWARD 
Denial of employment to Shri V. G. Narayanan Nair is the issue referred 
for adjudication by Goverament. as per G. O , Rt. No. 493 /81/LBR dated 
2-4-1981. 

2. The complaint advanced in the charter of demands , copy of which 
is appended to the feference, is that Sluri . Narayanan Nair, a Salesman of 
Kanayannur Service Co-operative Society Ltd. No. 115 (hereinafter referred 
to as the Society) deputed for Co-operative Training as per resolution 
No. 50 dated 4-10-1980 was denied employment when he returned after 
successful completion of the training on 1-7-1979 . Reinstatement of the 
workman with all benefits is what is prayed for. In the claim statement filed 
before this court the averments are repeated with a difference that 
Shri Narayanan Nair is described as having been a clerk when deputed 
for training. 

3. The Society contests and the contentions are as follows: 

There is no employer -employee relationship between the Society and 
Shri Narayanan Nair. Shri Narayanan Nair had initially worked as a 
Clerk for a few days and subsequently for another few days as a Salesman . 
The appointment was only provisional. He did not have the necessary 
qualifications prescribed under the Kerala Co-operative Societies , Act and 
Rules to be absorbed as a permanent employee. On his request he was 
recommended for admission to the Co -operative Training He was selected 
for training and he left the provisional post held by him relinguishing all 
his rights . He has no right whatsoever to claim permanency or reinstate 
ment. Hehad not completed the probation period of one year when he 
left . Shri Narayanan Nair who had relinquished all his claims cannot in 
any event be perınitted to advance a claim for re-employment or reinstate 
ment. There was no vacancy to entertain Shri Narayanan Nair when he. 
completed his training . However there was an offer that Shri Narayanan 
Nair s case will also be considered if he applies for the vacancy of the 
post of a clerk that was existing at the time of filing of the written statement. 

4. Shri Narayanan Nair did not accept the offer and file an application 
for the post of Clerk as was offered in the written statement. . 

5. Evidence had been let in .by both sides. Shri Narayanan Nair 
examined himself as WW1 and proved Exts. W1 to W3. The Secretary 
of the Union is the only other witness on the side of the Union . The oral 
evidence on behalf of the Society is limited to the testimony of its present 
President as MWI through whom Exts. W4 to W10 were also proved by 
the Union . That is all the evidence available. 

6. The contention of the Society that there was no employer-employee 
relationship between itself and Shri Narayanan Nair has to be considered 
first. The Society s case is that Shri Narayanan Nair was only a provisi 
onal hand and that he was not possessing the requisite qualifications to be 
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" absorbed as a permanent hand. It is also contended that he was no 
appointed in the usual course by inviting applications for appointment an 
that only a facility was given to Shri Narayanan Nair to be on the rolls fo 
some time so that he could be sponsored for th : "Co-operative Training an 
the employment came to an end when he was recommended for training 
and selected for that purpose . Reliance is also placed on the admitted fac 
that Shri Narayanan Nair had given in writing that he will not have any 
further claims to hold the post . Shri Narayanan Nair while admitting 
that he had given such a letter in writing asserts that he was forced to give 
such a letter while he was undergoing training. That letter which admit. 
tedly is with the Society is not produced . The reason stated 

by the 
learned counsel appearing on behalf of the Society for the non -production 
is that the fact of having issued such a letter is admitted . 


7. Ext.W4 is the resolution of the Director Board of the Society under which 
Shri Narayanan Nair on his application was appointed on a terr.porary basis 
from 24-11-1977 . The resolution states that he will be paid a monthly allowa 
nce of Rs. 150. The post to which he is appointed is not mentioned therein . 
But we find from Ext. W7 resolution dated 27-8-1978 that Shri Narayanan 
Nair who was working as a temporary clerk till then was appointed with 
effect from 1-9-1978 as a Salesman on the existing salary . In the meanwhile 
his salary was raised from Rs. 150 to Rs. 175 as per Ext . W6 resolution with 
effect from 1-4-1978. Shri Narayanan Nair was working as a Salesman . on a 
monthly salary of Rs. 175. (It was not allowance which was originally paid ). 
Then he was deputed for training as per Ext. W5 resolution . The 
resolution states that Shri Narayanan Nair will be employed by the Society 
after successful completion of the training for a minimum period of five 
years and that he will be paid usual pay and allowances during the period 
of training. It is common case that he had joined the training course that 
was started on 1-11-1978 . One Mr. Krishnankutty Menon is seen to have 
appointed in the Society as per resolution No. 59 with effect from 1-11-1978 . 
That resolution is not produced . But Ext. W8 resolution dated 20-11-1978 
states that Krishnankutty Menon appointed as per resolution No. 59 will 
be paid wages at the rate of Rs. 200 per mensem . The Union has a case 
that Shri Krishnankutty Menon was the substitute posted in the training 
vacancy of Shri Narayanan Nair. MW1 states that Shri Krishnankutty 
Menon was engaged for some different purpose. But we are not concerned 
with that aspect. While Shri Narayanan Nair was undergoing training he 
submitted an application on the basis of which , Ext.W9 resolution was 
passed by the Society on 5-12-1978 . That is to the effect that 
Shri Narayanan Nair will be paid stipend at the rate of Rs. 25 per mensem 
during the course of the training . It was also resolved therein that he 
will be paid a monthly advance at the rate of Rs. 50 to be recovered when 
he re-joins duty after completion of the training . 

Ext. W9 resolution was 
reviewed by the Society in Ext.W 10 resolution dated 1-1-1979. The revised 
resolution is to the effect that advance payment need not be made as was 
decided earlier since the Society was under financial strains. Yet another 
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stipulation in Ext. W10 is that a bond is to be obtained from Shri 
Narayanan Nair that he will serve the Society for five years after the 
completion of the training. Shri Narayanan Nair had completed the 
training and his definite case in the pleadings and the charter of demands 
is that he was not entertained when he reported for duty after the completion 
of the training. This claim is not seen challenged in the written statement. 
But MW1 in his evidence states that Shri Narayanan Nair did not report 
for duty . But his evidence cannot be acted upon firstly, for the reason 
that there is no such contention . Wehave also Ext. W2 which is a copy 
of the charter of demands dated 6-8-1979 in which it is asserted that 
Shri Narayanan Nair had presented himself for duty on the completion 
of the training and Shri Narayanan Nair claims to have sent the original 
of Ext. W3 by registered post to the Society with copy to the Assistant 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies on 3-7-1979 complaining that he was 
not admitted to duty . MW1 states that the original of Ext. W3was not 
received in the Society . But MWI was not the then president. The 
allegation contained in Ext. W2 that Shri Narayanan Nair had appeared 
for duty after the completion of the training contained in Ext: W2 was not 
promptly denied in any reply. When all these facts and circumstances are 
taken together it can be seen that Shri Narayanan Nair had reported 
for duty after completing the training. 

8. The learned counsel appearing on behalf of the Society argued on 
the basis of an admission of Shri Narayanan Nair that he is still possessed 
of the relieving order issued from the Training Centre that he had not 
submitted the same to the Society and claimed employment there. All that 
is admitted by Shri Narayanan Nair as WWI is that the Society refused 
to accept the relieving order and therefore . he is stil possessed of the same. 
No inference favourable to the Society can therefore be drawn from the 
fact that Shri Narayanan Nair is still possessed of the relieving order. 

9. The gist of the argument advanced on behalf of the Society is that 
Shri Narayanan Nair was entertained on a temporary basis in order to 
secure admission for him in the Co-operative Training course , and the 
resolutions to which reference is made were all passed only help him 
and the effect of those resolutions have been negatived by the undertaking 
given by him in writing that he will not have any claims against the Society 
for continued employment. Narayanan Nair s case that he gave such an 
undertaking in writing under coercion is not established . It may be true, 
that he had given an undertaking in writing that he will not have any 
future claims against the Society for appointment in order to facilitate 
admission for the training course. But that was made after he had completed 
240 days of continuous service as a Clerk or a Salesman . By that conti 
nuous service he had acquired a right to continue in service and the same 
could be terminated only by observing the formalities insisted by Sec . 
25 - F of the Industrial Disputes. Act. It may be true that he was a 
probationer or a temporary hand . It is also true that any , worker can 
relinquish his rights . But it is noticed that the relinquishment in writing : 
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was obtained by the Society when the workman wanted very much to join 
the training course . Even thereafter the Society has been giving him 
advance on condition that it will be recovered when he is re-employed . 
A bond was also taken from him with an undertaking that he will have to 
serve the Society for five years . When viewed in this background the 
relinquishment though not made under coercion must not have been 
intended for serious consequence. In all probability the workman must 
have given the writing relinquishing his rights only as a forinality under 
the impression that it is not intended to be acted upon . It appears that 
the Society changed its attitude since the workman had issued the original 
of Ext. Wi letter on 12-3-1979 through the Union claiming his salary for 
the period under training . It is admitted that the original of Ext.W1was 
Geceived by the Society, When all these facts are taken together the only 
reasonable conclusion that could be reached is that Shri Narayanan Nair 
was a worker deputed for training on the understanding that he will 
have continuous service in the Society. The Society should have reinstated 
Phim when he returned after completion of the training . It is argued on 
behalf of the Society that there is no proof that Narayanan Nair had 
successfully completed the training . But it is admitted that Shri Narayanan 
Nair was only a Salesman when he was deputed for training and that the 
particular training was not obligatory for the post of Salesman . So 
Shri Narayanan Nair in any event ean be entertained as a Salesman . He 
can only claim reinstatement to that post since that was the one which he was 
holding at the time of deputation for training . The Society has to 
reinstate Shri Narayanan Nair with continuity of service and with arrears 
of salary at the rate of Rs.175 per mensem subject to preiodical revisions 
if already made in the case of employees of Co -operative Societies, from 
1-7-1979. An award is passed accordingly . This award is in supersession 
of the earlier ex -parte award passed by this Court and published in the 
Kerala Gazette No. 36 dated 13th September 1933 .
